Studentbody  activities  at 
Brigham  Young  University  will 
be  curtailed  somewhat  this  week 
because  of  flu  on  campus,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd, 
dean  of  students. 

Activities  influenced  include 
two  assemblies,  two  mat  dances 
and  a frosh  party.  Saturday’s 
Hello  Week  dance  will  be  8 p.m. 
as  scheduled,  but  has  been 
changed  to  Heritage  Halls  park- 
ing area. 

To  Sponsor  Dance 

Intercollegiate  Knights  and  Y 
Calcares  will  sponsor  the  dance 
at  25  cents  per  person.  Music 
will  be  by  the  Y’s  Men  band  and 
refreshments  will  be  served. 

Football  Friday  . night  will 
also  be  unaffected  by  the  “ban” 
as  the  Cougar  gridsters  meet 
Montana  University  8 p.m.  in 
Cougar  Stadium. 

Trek  Planned 

Saturday’s  annual  frosh  trek 
will  take  place  as  planned,  with 
hike  time  starting  7:30  a.m. 
Place  of  departure  will  be  So- 
cial Hall. 

Girls  are  advised  to  wear 
gloves  for  the  trip  up  the  moun- 
tain to  clean  the  “Y,”  but  all 
other  tools  and  equipment  will 
be  provided,  according  to  Jeanie 
McCune,  chairman.  The  job  is

400  Cases 

Student  Health  Center  offici- 
als have  reported  more  than  400 
cases  of  flu  on  campus.  More 
than  250  flu  shots  have  been 
given  to  students,  faculty  and 
staff  members  on  a priority  ba- 
sis due  to  limited  supplies  of  the 
serum. 

Only  extreme  cases  have  been 
admitted  to  the  Health  Center, 
while  most  victims  have  been 
sent  home  for  plenty  of  rest. 
Adequate  vaccine  is  expected  by 
mid-October  for  all  BYU  stu- 
dents. • 

Assemblies  Affected 
Of  the  two  assemblies  affect- 
ed, one  has  cancelled  and  the 
other  rescheduled  for  Monday  at 
8 p.m.  in  Smith  Fieldhouse.  Or- 
iginally planned  for  Thursday 
night,  Hello  Week  assembly  will 
feature  a music-dance  montage 
of  the  school  year  entitled 
“Wonderful  Year.” 

“Hi  Daze”  will  continue  to  be 
the  theme  of  Hello  Week  and 
students  are  encouraged  to  wear 
their  “Hi”  cards. 

Program  Revised 
As  for  the  effect  of  flu  and 
the  revised  program  on  the  stu- 
dentbody, two  faculty  members 
concerned  made  these  observa- 
tions. Dean  Lloyd  stated,  “Stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  avoid 
crowded  places  and  in-doors  en- 
tertainment where  large  num- 
bers are  gathered.  Through  care- 
ful arrangements  it  is  hoped  that 
the  “Flu”  epidemic  will  cause 
minimum  difficulties  on  our 
campus.” 

Paul  E.  Felt,  coordinator  of 
student  organizations,  added, 
“We  are  hopeful  that  Saturday 
will  bring  about  a lifting  of  the 
ban  which  will  permit  us  to  re- 
sume our  scheduled  campus  ac- 
tivities.”
